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Feds Must Lead 


President Richard Nixon, besides attempt­ 
ing to pacify football coaches about his state­ 
ment’s on the top college team in the land, has 
opened the 1970s by launching a “now or never’’ 
crusade against environmental pollution. 
He created within the executive office a 
Council on Environmental Quality and said the 
“1970s absolutely must be the years when Amer­ 
ica pays its debt to the past by reclaiming the 
purity of its air, its water and our living environ­ 
ment. It is literally now or never. 
“We are determined that the decade of the 
70s will be known as the time when this country 
regained a productive harmony between man and 
nature.” 
The president’s concern is one shared by 
the Upper Peninsula, an area which for the most 
part hasn’t been destroyed by smog in the air 
and garbage in its rivers and lakes. There are 
cases of pollution, of course, spread throughout 
the entire area, but compared to the heavily 
industrialized areas, like Detroit, Chicago, Pitts­ 
burgh where rivers have been known to burn 
because of oil and gasoline on the surface, the 
U. P. is unspoiled. 


Perhaps the cities can he cleaned up. The 
president obviously believes that progress can 
be made. Some scientists, however, will dispute 
that point, arguing that the “point of no return” 
already has been passed and that in the future 
— if there is to be a future — man will live in 
huge, domed complexes, venturing outside only 
with special breathing equipment. 
Just the thought is frightening and it should 
impart to Upper Peninsulans an even stronger 
desire to maintain or improve the environment 
as it presently stands. As the cities get worse — 
and they probably will before they get better — 
more and more of the nation’s population will 
turn to areas like the Upper Peninsula for health­ 
ful employment and recreation. 
But with increased industrialization and 
population come problems and the U. P. must 
meet them.

Hopefully, the leadership of the President 
of the United States will be strong. 
Nixon’s Council on Environmental Quality 
is designed to assist and advise the president on 
environmental quality, recommend national pol­ 
icies to promote environmental quality and as­ 
semble data for analyzing continually the chang­ 
es of trends in the environment. 
Accumulating data and making recommen­ 
dations, however, is only half of the problem. 
Correcting the situation is an entirely different 
ball game. And the Congress and President must 
recognize that words don’t build improvements. 
To tackle the immense job is going to cost money 
— billions of dollars. 
In recent years, the Congress has been re­ 
luctant to provide more than token financing. 
While approval has been given to spending large 
sums of federal money to supplement local and 
state funds for pollution control programs, Con­ 
gress has reneged on actually appropriating the 
cash. Instead of 50 per cent federal participa­ 
tion, local units of government have been re­ 
duced to five per cent. 
With such a large share of the tax dollar 
going to the federal government, it is Uncle Sam 
who must provide the leadership. If it takes a 
reevaluation of national priorities, then it’s time 
the job was started. 
The United States can pour billions into its 
defense budget and spend more money on wel­ 
fare and poverty programs, but unless the na­ 
tion starts in ernest the job of protecting and 
reconditioning its natural resources, the time 
may come when there is nothing worth defend­ 
ing a n d a person’s economic condition won’t 
matter.

Moral Obligations 
Harold’s partner lay dying. 
“Make me one last promise,” he whispered 
to Harold. “My wife doesn’t know a thing about 
business. Will you keep an eye on her affairs 
after I am gone?” 
Solemnly, 
Harold 
promised. But 
a 
few* 
months afterward, he informed the widow that 
he no longer had the time to help her. le f t on 
her own, she soon made some costly blunders. 
Blaming her woes on Harold, she filed a damage 
suit against him for breaking the promise he 
had made to her dying husband. 
But the court held Harold not liable, since 
the promise he ha dmade was strictly one-sided 
— hence not a legally binding contract. T h e 
judge said promises of this kind “create bare 
moral obligations, binding o n l y on the con­ 
science.” 
This is a general rule, that moral obliga­ 
tions are not enforceable in a court of law’. It 
is based on the practical difficulties of measur­ 
ing such intangible qualities as honor and duty 
and love. 
Nevertheless, there is a natural reluctance 
on the part of the courts to let the breaker of a 
promise “get away with it” — if that can fairly 
be avoided. 
For this reason a promise will usually be en­ 
forced if there is, in addition to the moral obli­ 
gation, some semblance of a legal obligation to 
back it up. 
In one case a furniture manufacturer, un­ 
able to collect for some tables sold to a store, 
was reluctant to take legal action against his 
customer. He waited so long, in fact, that his 
claim was finally barred by the statute of limi­ 
tations. 
But not long afterward the customer him­ 
self, in a repentant mood, made a promise to pay 
off the old debt. Could the manufacturer enforce 
this promise? 
A court ruled that he could indeed, because 
it wa* based not only on a moral obligation but 
on an original legal obligation as well. Even 
though t 
j legal obligation had been barred by 
the statute of limitations, the court said it was 
enough of ap “extra” to justify making the cus­ 
tomer live ep to hie promise,

Little Man May Get 
His Equalizing Weapon

The French, according to an 
unofficial report, are consider­ 
ing selling 50 M irage fighter 
planes and 200 arm ored cars to 
A rab Libya. 
These are defensive or of­ 
fensive weapons, depending on 
tile 
strategies 
involved. 
But 
judging by w hat I saw in Bel­ 
fast in N orthern Ireland last 
week, both planes and arm ored 
cars—to say nothing of heli­ 
copters—are going to 
be 
in­ 
creasingly vulnerable m ilitary 
objects. Arabs might catch the 
Israelis w’ith the new weapons. 
But it is also possible that they 
will be too late. 
Years ago, a New York poli­ 
tical philosopher, Jam es Henle, 
who used to m n the Vanguard 
Press, developed a theory that 
the future of dem ocracy 
de­ 
pended on the invention of a 
rifle that could stop a tank. 
The tank, as he used the word, 
was figurative; he also m eant 
that the rifle m ust be able to 
stop 
any 
expensive 
instru­ 
m ent of war, planes and heli­ 
copters included. 
To save 
democracy, 
in 
a 
small country particularly, all 
that was needed was to m ake 
the individual 
citizen-soldier 
the equal 
of 
a 
sophisticated 
machine carrying the most ex­ 
pensive weapons. 
W hat Henle was looking for 
is now being produced by a 
Belfast aircraft com pany, Short 
Brothers and 
H arland, 
whose 
factories adjoin the great H ar­ 
land and Wolff shipyards. The 
weapon is som ething called a 
“Blowpipe.” 
The Blowpipe weighs only 36 
pounds, which m eans that it 
can be carried by a single in­ 
dividual, w hether he happens 
to be a regular soldier or a 
guerrilla. Its rocket charge is 
fired from the shoulder. 
The 
aim doesn't 
have to be abso­ 
lutely accurate, for the rocket 
can be guided by a sm all elec­ 
tronic device m anipulated like 
a TV-set rem ote control “blab- 
otf.” A single m an carrying a 
Blowpipe will be able to knock 
out a tank or a helicopter or n 
plane from a distance of two 
miles.

W hat this can do to w arfare 
m ay be imagined if one think* 
back to the Nazi G eneral Rom­ 
m el's 
breakthrough 
to 
the 
French Atlantic coast in 1940. 
If a few French troops had 
been toting the equivalent of 
the Short B rothers and H ar­ 
land new Blowpipes, the G er­ 
man tanks would have been 
knocked off like tenpins. 
Ju st 
w here 
the 
balance 
would lie in the sm all wars 
that are now being fought in 
such places as South Vietnam, 
Laos, Nigeria and the 
M iddle 
E ast would naturally depend on 
who m anaged to get a supply 
of Blowpipes first. 
The weapon presum ably fav­ 
ors the defensive, provided Hie 
offensive isn’t using the big­ 
gest high-flying je t bom bers or 
atomic missiles propelled from 
far away. But a guerrilla type 
of offensive would 
find Hie 
Blowpipe a h ^ id y weapon. 
Used br th* North Vietna­ 


mese and the 
Viet 
Cong 
in 
South Vietnam, the Blowpipe 
m ight bring an abrupt end to 
the usefulness of the helicop­ 
ter. In the Middle East it could 
be used by the Egyptians or the 
Jordanians to stop future Is­ 
raeli thrusts. 
On the other hand, the Is­ 
raelis would find the Blowpipe 
a useful defensive weapon vis- 
a-vis the Syrians at the Golan 
Heights or against the Egyp­ 
tians along the line of the Suez 
Canal.

so strikes at the tailpipe of a 
plane that has already passed. 
If the Blowpipe, sold to all 
comers in future years by in­ 
ternational

brokers, 
promises to 
aid 
the 
unruly 
guerrilla against Establishm ent 
forces, which is an unsettling 
consideration, 
its 
invention 
could alyso be part of W inston 
C hurchill’s “good news of dam ­ 
nation.” For once it has be­ 
come universally available, its 
existence at a cheap price m ust 
m ake w ar less attractive as an 
instrum ent of policy to the big 
powers that now' have a m ono­ 
poly of 
the 
m ore 
expensive 
equipm ent. 
Who knows, if 
the 
Czechs 
had had Blowpipes in 1968 Hie 
Soviets m ight not have dared 
deploy their tanks through the 
Carpanthians. And the H ungar­ 
ians, 
with 
Blowpipes, 
m ight 
have sent K hrushchev scurry­ 
ing out of Budapest faster than 
he came in.

You cash tw o rounds of trum ps 
and three diam onds, discarding 
a club from dum m y, but all the 
tim e you're worried about the 
possibility of losing two club 
tricks. 
It 
would 
seem 
that 
you 
ought to finesse the queen be­ 
cause, if W est has the king, 
you wMU be home. But w hen 
you rem em ber that East enter­ 
ed the bidding and 
probably 
has the king of clubs, the out­ 
look becomes less promising. 
You start to think of ways 
and m eans of avoiding the fi­ 
nesse, and soon you realize th at 
there are at least some hands 
East m ight have— that include 
the king of clubs—which per­ 
m it you to m ake the contract 
anyhow. 
For exam ple, if East had the 
singleton king, you could m ake 
the hand by refusing to finesse. 
Of if East had the double ton 
king, you could make it by 
playing the ace and a low club. 
This last idea seems feasible, 
but you would 
look 
terribly 
foolish if it turned out th at 
W est had the king. 
Your best shot, to try to cov­ 
er all possibilities, is to cash 
the ace of clubs, come back to 
your hand w ith a trum p, then 
lead another club and play tile 
queen, 'ju st in ease West has 
the king.
